He said the recession, with its com­ 
panion effects, “tends to increase 
the long-run likelihood of a rise 
in the price level.” 
But he predicted the business 
contraction “will not go far and 
will not last long.” 
He said the 
business upturn will come when 
current cutbacks in inventory slow 
down “certainly by the second quar- 
ter of 1958. and possibly in the 
first quarter.”

Rueger now has been told he 
rn u lt cough up $3,777 to the Navy, 
apparently because someone in the 
Navy made a bookkeeping error, 
according to a report in the Army* 
Navy. Air Force Journal. 
Rueger's 
troubles 
began 
six 
m o n t h s a f t e r he retired from 30 
years service in the Navy with an 
unblemished record and the rank 
of commander. 
He killed an uninvited guest who 
barged into a New Year's party 
and started an argum ent at Rue 
ger’s Arlington. Va., home in 1956 
For this Rueger was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced to five 
years in prison. 
On the Navy’s recommendation 
President Eisenhower signed an or­ 
der striking Rueger’s name from 


the retired rolls last March 8. 
A 
letter was sent to Rueger in the 
Virginia State Penitentiary at Rich­ 
mond notifying him of toe action 
The Writer didn’t mention it but 
the presidential order m eant Rue­ 
ger and his wife and children no 
longer were to receive retirement 
benefits. 
Rueger kept 
on receiving 
his 
monthly 
retirem ent 
checks,

homes in boats. 


Two businesses have evacuated. 
The river stood at 34.55 feet to- 
! day, but was tapering off in its 
I rise. Observers do not think any 
more families will be forced out 
unless there is heavy rainfall. 


W ater was 8 feet deep in some 
homes and the sheriff’s office has 
banned pleasure motor boating in 
the area in the fear that waves 
would break w indows or knock the 
flood engulfed homes from their 
I shaky foundations. 


The flood 
victims* 
belongings 
have been stored at the former 
Air Force rad ar station near Car­ 
mi. 
Victims 
are staying 
with 
friends and relatives until the wa­ 
ter recedes. 


The flooding Wabash River at 
Mount Carmel has driven out six 
families and a dozen m ore are 
threatened. The New York Central 
and Southern railroads 
are at­ 
tempting to obtain empty cars to 
house the stricken families. 


Tornado cleanup work has been 
resum ed at Murphysboro in parts 
of devastated areas not flooded by 
the Big Muddy River 
There hav# 
been no evacuations in Murphys­ 
boro. 


In the rest of the nation, a late- 
coming winter began to show first 
signs of digging in. Cool air moved 
in behind 
a disturbance in the 
Northeast Thursday night, causing 
lower tem peratures over the en­ 
tire nation from the Mississippi 
Valley to the Atlantic Seaboard. 
A steady fall of rain in the North­ 
east left amounts ranging from I 
to 2 12 inches during a 24 hour

Snow’ flurries whipped 
along the new cold front from the 
upper Ohio Valley to high points 
in Pennsylvania and New York. 
Dust clouds hovered over most 
of the central Plains region, caus­ 
ed by warm southerly winds, some 
reaching speeds of 55 miles per

Some 50 southern Illinois famil- 


ies have been driven from their 
homes by floods in the wake of 
last week's tornadoes that killed 
12 persons and injured more than 
200. 


Forty families have been made 


homeless 
by the Little Wabash 


River at East Carmi and several 
others are going to and'from their 
homes in boats. 


Two businesses have evacuated. 
The river stood at 34.55 feet to- 


day, but was tapering off in its 
rise. Observers do not think any 
more families will be forced out 
unless there is heavy rainfall. 


Water was 8 feet deep in some 


homes and the sheriff's office has 
banned pleasure motor boating in 
the area in the fear that waves 
would break windows or knock tht 
flood engulfed homes from their 
shaky foundations. 


The flood victims' 
belongings 


have been stored at the former 
Air Force radar station near Car- 
mi. 
Victims 
are staying 
with 


friends and relatives until the wa- 
ter recedes. 


The flooding Wabash River at 


Mount Carmel has driven out six 
families and a dozen more are 
threatened. The New York Central 
and Southern railroads 
are at- 


tempting to obtain empty cars to 
house the stricken families. 


Tornado cleanup work has been 


resumed at Murphysboro in parts 
of devastated areas not flooded by 
the Big Muddy River. There havt 
been no evacuations in Murphys- 
boro.

Holly—i traditional Christmas time decoration—usually is import- 
ed, but Mr and Mrs. Freeman Motsinger have their "own home- 
grown supply. A beautifully shaped hollv tree, more than 16 feet 
tall, i» the center of much interest to neighbors and friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. Motsinger. It is really be'autiful at this season, with 
dark, shim green leaves and bright red berries. Mrs. Motsinger 
slates the tree is about 30 years old. In 1924 the Motsingers and 
other members of the Carrier Mills Methodist church were selling 
holh wreaths for the benefit of the church building program and 
many of the wreaths Were displayed from the Motsinger front 
porch. Two years later a small holly shoot was found growing, 
apparently 
rrom one of the berries that had fallen from the 


wreaths. The shoot was given careful attention, transplanted to 
the back vard where it would have lots of room to grow and it 
sure has grown. 
It blooms in April, bearing small star-shaped 


flowers, with orange blossom scent, then after two or three weeks 
small, green berries can be seen.
